Lights Shine For 150,000. At Seminary Overlooking 


The Merrimack, Ten Years Ago A Stock Farm — 


One evening, just a week before Christmas, 1934, Rev.

Christmas service was being planned. Somebody said, ~ 


“How about a little decorati 


building, Father?” 
“Decoration? ‘What, for  in- 
stance?” 


“Oh, lights in ‘the windows, per- 
haps a few strung on the shrubs 
in front of the House, and a crib in 
the chapel.” 

Father Costa thought it was a 
good idea, and purchased a few 
candles for the windows, a few 
strings of bulbs for the shrubbery. 
A handful of visitors during the 
holiday season remarked casually 
that they made quite a pretty ef- 
fect. Father Costa decided to en- 
large the display next year. 

From a beginning like that, the 
Christmas lighting at St. Francis’ 
has become the best-known local 
observance of the best-loved holi- 
day, demands the entire spare time 
of 32 clerics and students, is viewed 
annually by more than 150,000 peo- 
ple. 


Now Better Than Ever 


This year’s display, to be seen 
tonight for the first time, promises 
to be better than ever. Three thou- 
sand additional colored bulbs will 
make more brilliant the thirteen 
thousand used last year. To the 
model villages of Jerusalem and 
Bethlehem has been added an ex- 
act model of the Temple of Solo- 
mon. The wiring system used in 
flashing electric signs has been 
adapted to make the stars actually 
twinkle in the painted sky over the 
molded cities. A special amplify- 
ing system will let familiar carols 
resound along the approaches to 
the seminary. A detailed church, 
constructed entirely out of match- 
sticks by a Worcester man who de- 
voted whole months to the job, will 
beion view in the vestibule. 

Nothing will be lacking to make 
the scene as picturesque aS Dpos- 
sible. 


Started Before Thanksgiving 


The whole work is done entirely 
by hand. All the wiring, all the ar- 
ranging is conceived and executed 
by the faculty and students of the 
school. They have been working 
on it since the middle of Novem- 
ber, before many of their towns- 
people had given proper thought 
to a coming Thanksgiving. 

The panorama of the two holy 
cities was constructed of wood, 
screening, canvas, muslin, and plas-

the outside of the 
ter of Paris: The ceiling is hand- 
painted, with a few realistic clouds 
skating across a make believe blue 
sky. Holes punched in the struc- 
ture, with electric lights in back, 
form stars twinkling over the quiet 
city. 


The city itself is not as simply 
done. A long sheet of unbleached 
muslin is dipped in water contain- 
ing a moderate amount of plaster 
of Paris, and folded, shaped and 
painted to represent 100 square feet 
of streets and countryside. The 
buildings themselves are construct- 
ed of balsa wood, an idea Father 
Leonard Bacigalupo got from 
watching the deftness of his young- 
er pupils in constructing model 
boats and airplanes. 
of the temple alone, a couple of 
years back, took two months to 
complete. 


Seminary Eleven Years Old 


That’s pretty good going for an 
organization that came to town 
only eleven years ago. At that 
time, nothing existed on the site 
except pasture land for prize cat- 
tle and hogs raised there by the 
wealthy C. I. Hood. 

Previously, a school for boys who 
just entered the order and clerics 
who were in the last stages of 
their clerical training had been 
located in the Catskills. Enlarged 
enrollment made their establish- 
ment there too small for its re- 
quirements, and a new site was 
sought in Massachusetts. The West 
Andover farm, a picturesque spot 
overlooking the Merrimack, was 
considered ideal for the purpose; 
the sale was completed, and the 
seminary building erected and ready 
for use by October of 19380. 

The school was intended for 
young men of Italian-American ex- 
traction being trained in the Fran- 
ciscan order. Two separate schools 
were established, one offering a 
high-school curriculum for boys 
preparing for their first religious 
vows, the other for older students 
who had already taken their final 
vows and were completing their 
studies for ordination in the Catho- 
lic priesthood. Students in the in- 
termediate stages of the training 
were sent to other houses main- 
tained by the order in this section 
of the country.

Even now, the two schools are 
entirely distinct. They have sepa- 
rate. faculties, separate classrooms, 


times their student bodies are like- 
ly to meet-are at evening and Sun- 
day religious services. 


Ordination of the young clerics, 
their final acceptance in the priest- 
hood, takes place every June in 
the Seminary chapel. During the 
past few years, the officiating pre- 
late has been the Rt. Rev. Richard 
T. Cushing, auxiliary bishop of this 
diocese. 


Completely Independent Unit 


The ceremony of ordination, 
however, is the diocese’s only con- 
nection with the Franciscan insti- 
tution. Owned by a religious order 
exempt from supervision by the 
Catholic hierarchy, it pays its own 
way and governs itself by its own 
century-old rules, fundamentally 
the same as those of the friars who 
built California’s famous missions. 
The affairs of the local seminary 
are administered by its superior, 
Father Bacigalupo, and he is re- 
sponsible directly to the provincial 
governing Franciscan affairs in 
New England and New York, indi- 
rectly to the superior general and 
the Pope himself at Rome. Fran- 
ciscan churches, on the other hand, 
are subject to the governorship of 
the hierarchy of the archdiocese 
of Boston. 


Courses offered at the seminary 
are difficult and exacting, but there 
is ample opportunity for recreation. 
There are two baseball diamonds 
and four for softball. Skating may 
be enjoyed on the nearby Merri- 
mack, and intramural football is 
played in season. There are facili- 
ties for skiing and tobogganing, 
and two tennis courts. Indoors, 
there is a basketball court and two 
large recreation rooms, equipped 
with ping-pong sets and card, 
checker and billiard tables. There 
are even a couple of bowling alleys. 


One of the chief activities is a 
boys’ band of 25 pieces, never quite 
up to par, its director ruefully ad- 
mits, because the boys graduate 
too rapidly. Recently they played 
during a visit by Bishop Cushing, 
and last Memorial Day attracted 
much attention marching in a pa- 
rade at Lowell. 


Rigorous Daily Schedule 


All that makes for a pretty 
healthy life. The daily schedule 
helps just as much. The younger 
students, for instance, rise at 5:30, 
attend mass in a body, get in some 
study before breakfast. Classes

reation period in the middle of the 
morning. More recreation is en- 
joyed from noon till 2 o’clock, then 
a second study period till 2:45. 
The fifth-class:.of the-day lasts till

Then comes the sixth and last 
class of the day, followed by sup- 


‘per and recreation till 7:30. More 


study till. benediction and night 


prayers at 9:00, when the young 


men retire for the night. 


Additional religious and admin- 
istrative duties, besides a stiffer 
course of study, keep the cleric 
students busy... Like- the younger 
fellows, they rise at 5:30 for mass 
and recitation of the office, daily 
prayers said privately by all Catho- 
lic clergymen. Breakfast and study 
take up the time till 8:00, when 
they begin a series of hour-long 
classes in philosophy, theology and 
the sciences, roughly equivalent to 
a course leading to a master’s de- 
gree in a secular university. 


Morning classes end at 11:30 for 
further recital of the office, and 
dinner and recreation occupy the 
time till 1:30, when the office is 
continued. By 4:30, a second study 
period has ended, and the clerics 
assemble for prayer until their 
6:00 supper. An hour of recreation, 
another of study, and observance 
of benediction and night prayers 
comprise the evening program. 
There is no school, of course, on 
Sunday, but a solemn high mass 
is celebrated at 10:00. Generally 
the sermon is preached by one of 
the students to gain practice in 
speaking. 


And Christmas Besides 


That’s a pretty tough schedule, 
one that doesn’t leave much time 
for the minute and painstaking ef- 
fort that goes into the annual 
Christmas display. The whole thing 
is constructed in recreation periods, 
so that there is no interference 
with the regular course of study. 
It leaves the 60-odd seminarians 
and priests with a minimum of 
spare time on their hands. 


It results in a display that one 
would travel pretty far to equal, 
one that may, for all we know, have 
no counterpart in the entire coun- 
try. It results in a panorama that 
embodies the very spirit of Christ- 
mas for thousands upon thousands 
of people, religiously minded or 
otherwise, in this part of the state. 
It results in a profound admiration 
for the industry and devoutness of 
the friars by those who view their 
work. 

This is a funny world we live in. 
We are continually surrounded by 
strife and selfishness, bias and 
brutality. This year marks a par- 
ticularly gloomy period in the coun- 
try’s history. Perhaps never before 
was the Christmas lighting of 
peaceful St. Francis’ so significant.

Sunday’s drive will take place in 
the afternoon, between 2 and 6 
o’clock.

With disaster striking right here 
at home, it is hoped that the pres- 
ent appeal will be even more 
strongly supported. Andover must 
not fail in the present crisis. 

Another goal was received in a 
most encouraging manner when 
the recent Roll-Call drive was suc- 
cessfully completed. More than 
3000 members were enrolled dur- 
ing the course of the campaign. 
according to Chairman Stafford A. 
Lindsay, and a total of $6324.44 re- 
ceived. The organization of plans 
for the forthcoming war relief 
drive has made it impossible to 
compile detailed statistics at this 
time, but it is obvious that every 
expectation of the committee was 
realized.

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Defense Meetings Stir Town’s War Fervor 


Two Previous Meetings Enthuse 400; Selectman Hardy Warns of 
Expense; Meeting Tonight To Be Addressed By State Delegate. 


In view of the fact that two mass meetings for Shawsheen 
residents and members of St. Augustine’s parish have already 
produced satisfactory results of almost unprecedented dimen- 
sions, and that workers are urgently needed to fill the gaps in 
the ranks of the workers already enlisted in Andover’s all-out 
defense preparations, a third meeting will be held tonight, 
starting at 8:00, in the Memorial Auditorium. 


Addressig what is hoped will be 
am overflow crowd will be Select- 
man Roy HE. Hardy, Headmaster Dr. 
Claude M. Fuess of Phillips Acad- 


emy, C. Carlton Kimball, chairman 
of the Red Cross, and Douglas By- 
ers of its disaster and preparedness 
committee, Atty. Alan T. Polgreen, 
chairman of the defense committee, 
Fire Chief C. Edward Buchan and 
Police Chief George A. Dane, Lieut. 
Mrs. Charles D. Thompson, head- 
mistress of the Women’s Defense 
School, and Leonard James, chief 
air raid warden for Andover. A 
special speaker, representing the 
state committee of public safety, 
will be Archie Giroux, member of 
the famed Lafayette Bscadrille 
during the World War, and one of 
the commissioners of Middlesex 
county. 

Four hundred people thave al- 
ready attended the two previous 
open meetings; in the first, the 
audience signed up for war work 
nearly 100 percent; at the second, 
the supply of application blanks 
proved unequal to an unexpectedly 

About 125 members of an audi- 
ence of 150 signed up for service 
in the local defense effort at the 
town’s first organization mass 
meeting, held at Shawsheen’s Bal- 
moral Hall last Friday evening un- 
der the chairmanship of James R. 


Mosher, active for many years in’ 


the Boy Scout movement. 

After a prayer offered by Rev. 
Donald H. Savage, minister of the 
West church, Mr. Mosher outlined 
the purposes for which the meet- 
ing was called. He pointed out that 
Shawsheen contains the town’s 
largest industrial plant, the Shaw- 
sheen mill, all of whose buildings 
are extremely liable to heavy 
bombing in that they are located 
in a single quarter-mile area. He 
pointed out that submarines or sur- 
face craft lying off the Atlantic 
coast would be fully able to turn 
a city like Newburyport into sham- 
bles, and that Andover would be an 
important center for the housing 
of evacuees and emergency defense 
operations. Twelve Shawsheen res- 
idents will be appointed to take 
the air raid warden instructor’s 
course soon to be offered in An- 
dover, and they, in turn, will in- 
struct other Shawsheen wardens 
to be selected later.

May Require $14,000 

Selectman Roy E. Hardy gave a 
resume of the defense effort as it 
is shaping up in Andover, pointing 
out that the women’s defense corps 
was among the few organizations 
fully prepared for the sudden emer- 
gency. Indicating that the town 
will carry a heavy financial bur- 
den during the emergency, he said 
that the necessary sum may equal 
the $40,000 bonded debt now being 
paid annually by the town. 

To other emergency measures, 
he continued, proper attention has 
been and is being given. The Isham 
Infirmary has been selected as An- 
dover’s base hospital, and several 
field hospitals will be organized 
for service throughout the town. 
Dr. John J. Hartigan is to super- 
vise this end of the work, while 
Dr. Charles Currier is in charge of 
the instructors and pupils, num- 
bering about 300, of the first aid 
classes still in process of organi- 
zation. Besides, auxiliary police 
and fire departments will be re- 
cruited, and possibly a new state 
guard unit for Andover to supple- 
ment the two now representing this 
vicinity. 

Alan T. Polgreen, local de- 
fense chairman, spoke on the 
schools for wardens and warden 
instructors to be begun soon. Every 
position in defense must be manned 
three deep in order that they may 
maintain service 24 hours a day. 
The training course will be taken 
by 60 men from the town’s six pre- 
cincts, and classes will begin soon 
in the Memorial Auditorium, with 
sessions three nights a week. The 
men trained in these courses will 
organize their own units later. 


Special Fire Units 


Fire Chief C. Edward Buchan, 
who had, with Selectman Hardy, at- 
tended that morning a meeting of 
fire department heads from all over 
the state, emphasized the need for 
auxiliary firemen, pointed out that 
greatly augmented supplies willbe 
needed by his department, asked 
for ten Shawsheen residents to 
form a fire-fighting unit for the vil- 
lage. He indicated that similar pro- 
grams will take place in the others 
of the town’s six precincts. 

The police department was rep- 
resented at the meeting by Ser- 
geant William RR, Hickey, who 


called for 50 volunteers to serve as 
an auxiliary police department. 
Andover, he said, will have a large 
problem on its hands in the event 


that evacuation of the seacoast be- 
comes necessary, and traffic, in- 
cluding long convoys, will tax the 
abilities of the police department 
to the limit. Such problems, he 
indicated, were among those dis- 
cussed at a school staffed by FBI 
officers recently, which he attended 
along with Chief George A. Dane 
and Sergeant David Nicoll. 


School For Wardens 


Norman Miller, one of Andover’s 
11 graduates of the A. R. P. school 
at Phillips Academy this past fall, 
outlined the course to be given at 
a school for wardens expected to be 
begun here shortly, and said that 
candidates for this training would 
be chosen geographically in order 
that they might pass their instruc- 
tion on to their neighborhood 
wardens. 


A Shawsheen resident himself, 
Stafford A. Lindsay discussed the 
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trained assistance. The course it- 
self, she indicated, would require 
' three hours of study and practice 
| every day for six weeks, and on its 
completion, its graduates would be 
expected to devote 150 hours a 
year to actual service in hospitals. 
First aid courses will also be 
formed shortly which will demand 
' a large enrollment. Though no 
quota has as yet been set, the local 
Red Cross supply of surgical dress- 
ings is low, and workers are urgent- 
ly needed. Sewing for the Red 
Cross is now being done at Pun- 
chard High School, she indicated, 
but a special unit may be formed 
for the women of the parish. For 
knitted garments all materials and 
instructions will be furnished by 
the local Red Cross headquarters. 
Selectman Roy E, Hardy, who 
heads the important protection 
committee, said that the 1200 de- 
fense workers asked for by Atty. 
Polgreen was none to many, and 
pointed out that a coastline border 
300 miles deep, containing an esti- 
mated 50 million people, must be 
protected against possible invasion. 
The purpose of the questionnaires 
now being circulated among the 
volunteers, he said, is to determine 
for what specific activity they are 
most fitted. 
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Problems For 1200 


There are 1200 separate resi- 
dences here in Andover, he pointed 
out, besides public buildings and 
business blocks; there must be an 
air-raid warden to protect every 12 
of them. Since 24-hour service will 
be required, at least three persons 
must be enlisted for every position, 
with an adequate number of alter- 
nates. Dr. Currier, he said, expects 
to give a fundamental first aid 
course to at least 300 people. 

As for the expense of such a 
program, said Mr. Hardy, the town 
guarantees to underwrite all de- 
fense costs, and the finance com- 
mittee, meeting today, is expected 
to make such a _ policy official. 
Apathy in Andover, he concluded, 
has totally disappeared, but there 
is danger that the present ardor of 
the townspeople will cool during 
the months to come. He urged the 
townspeople to keep up their in- 
terest and their courage no mat- 
ter what lies ahead. 


Hospitals and Ambulances 


The primary need of the fire de- 
partment, said the next speaker, 
Fire Chief C. Edward Buchan, is 
man power. Other necessities are 
six portable pumps, costing $1350 
apiece, and 6000 feet of hose, priced 
at 75 cents per foot. The overall 
expenses of the fire department, he 
said, will run close to $15,000. 

Dr. Charles A. Currier gave a 
brief resume of the work of the 
medical units, stating that several 
field hospitals will be organized, 
requiring the services of two doc- 
tors, four nurses and four stretch- 
er-bearers. The Isham Infirmary at 
Phillips Academy will be the base 
hospital for Andover, with several 
field hospitals and auxiliary first 
aid units. Townspeople, he said, 
will have the opportunity to join 
several first aid training courses, 
One is being given as part of the 
Evening Study Groups, another 
will be started in West Andover, 
still another for women employed 
in the Tyer Rubber Company. 

Representing the American 
Legion were Joseph McCarthy and 
Arthur Coleman, who spoke briefly 
to the gathering. Mr. McCarthy 
warned that citizens should not fill 
their bathtubs with water, in the 
event of an air raid, as previously 
instructed, since this would hurt 
the pumping facilities of the fire 
department during the numerous 
fires which might be started in 
such a raid. 


Cbservation Post 


Discussing the work of the 
Legion observation post on Bal- 
lardvale road, he stated that one 
prevented bombing will justify all 
the work that has gone into it. Al- 
ready 2 civilian planes, supposed to 
be grounded, have been spotted and 
ordered to land through the alert- 
ness of the state’s chain of towers. 
About 168 men, he indicated, will 
be needed to maintain the post at

all times, and they will be obliged 
to sacrifice time and comfort to its 
efficient cperation.

School Committee Meets 


A special meeting of Andover’s 
school committee was called Tues- 
day night to deal with the pro- 
cedure to be followed in the local 
public schools in the emergencies 
which may arrive at any time. The 
committee voted to authorize Supt. 
Sherman to supervise all future air 
raid warnings, according to a set 
of rules being sent to all school de- 
partments in the commonwealth 
by State Commissioner of Educa- 
tion Walter Downey, acting on or- 
ders directly from Governor Salton- 
stall. By means of these rules, a 
uniform procedure in air raids will 


be adopted all through the state— 
the first such action, it is believed, 
that has ever been taken in its 
history. 


Present at the meeting to report 
on the actions taken at Punchard, 
the Junior high school, the Stowe 
school, and the Shawsheen school 
were their respective principals, 
Eugene V. Lovely, Milton Blanch- 
ard, Miss Catherine Barrett and 
Miss Anne Harnedy. 


It was voted to accept with re- 
grets the recent resignation, effec- 
tive December 23, of Mrs. Mar- 
garet B. Tate, teacher of a special 
class at the Junior High School, 
and to appoint Miss Mary S. Angus 
to succeed her at a salary of $1300 
per year.

WHAT CAN I DO? 

What can I do to help is the 
question on the tip of everyone’s 
tongue today..There are a few 
simple things that you can do 
now.

If you haveunused cots and bed- 
ding in your attick, the Shelter 
Committee will want to know 
about them. If you have a beach 
wagon or a light truck and it 
has not been registered with 
the Transportation Committee, 
you should notify that commit- 
tee, Box 71. 

IN CASE OF EMERGENCY 

In case of emergency, you can 
be of great service by staying at 
home and not using the tele- 
phone. If you are registered and 
assigned to one of the squads, 
you will be given instructions as 
to where to go and what to do. 
If you have registered your 
truck or beach wagon, it may 
be assigned to special duty by 
the Transportation Committee. 
Please do not offer it to every- 
one in town, as this will only 
confuse things. 

Stay at your post, keep cool 
and wait for a call from your 
chief. 

Finally, remember that you 
should not use the telephone. It 
is the only way that your de- 
fense officers have of summon- 
ing their crews quickly. Leave 
the wires clear for emergency 
calls.

Safety Rules For The 
Christmas Season 


Electrical Inspector William J. 
Young has recommended a set of 
safety rules for lighting Christmas 
trees, and for decorating with 
lights on the outside of the house 
and in the garden. Inspector Young 
gays it’s easy to make these holi- 
day lighting installations entirely 
safe. It’s a good idea to follow his 
suggestions and avoid all fires and 
shocks during the Christmas sea- 
son. 

Indoor Decorative Lighting 

1. When you take the lighting 
set off the closet shelf, inspect it 
for insulation weaknesses. If the 
insulation is damaged or if sockets 
are broken, discard the set and get 
a new one. 

2. Screw some of the lamps into 
the sockets and see if any “live” 
metal of the sockets or lamps is 
left exposed, which could contact 
metal tinsel and cause a short- 
circuit. 

3. See if the wire insulation is 
intact where the wires enter the 
sockets. If the insulation will slide 
back on the wires, a short-circuit 
is possible. 

4. If tinsel reflectors are used, 
see that no metalic contact is made 
with the “live” metal of the sock- 
ets. 

5. If an extension cord is neces- 
sary to light the tree, see that it 
is of approved quality. Approved 
extension cords, like approved 
cords on appliances, are marked 
with the label of Underwriters’ 
Laboratories. 

6. If you want to surround the 
base of the tree with “snow,” buy 
one of the non-combustible ma- 
terials readily available. Do not 
use cotton. If practicable, mount 
the tree in a pail of water. It will 
stay fresher and will not dry out 
and become so inflammable. 
Outdoor Decorations 

1. For outdoor decorations use 
only sets designed for outdoor use.

2. Don’t connect the wires to 
the lighting circuit until the in- 
stallauion is complete. If readjust- 
ment is necessary, turn off the cur- 
rent first. Special care must be 
exercised in handling electrical 
things out of doors, to avoid 
shocks. 

8. Mount lamp sockets down- 
ward so rain and snow cannot leak 
in. (Water is a conductor of elec- 
tricity.) 

4. Extension cords should be of 
the approved, rubber-sheathed type. 
Do not use brass-shelled sockets on 
extension cords. Use sockets and 
plugs made of insulating materials. 

5. Asbestos insulated cords such 
as used on _ heating appliances 
should never be used out of doors 
or in damp locations. The insula- 
tion will absorb water. 

6. In selecting either indoor or 
outdoor decorative lighting sets, 
see that they are approved by Un- 
derwriters’ Laboratories.
